Our Peace Terms. 


The reply of the Allied Governments 
to President Wilson’s Note furnishes 
within a short compass of masterly 
language a survey and synthesis of the 
whole European war. Here, in ten brief 
paragraphs, temperate and restrained in 
manner, but with the ardour of absolute 


‘sincerity and conviction breathing in every 


line of them, are defined the creed, the 
inspiration, and the purpose of the Grand 
Alliance. Its members, “each and all,” 
reply to the President in the same spirit 
of friendship which he and his people have 
shown to them, and with the candour 
which is the true basis of enduring friend- 
ship. They respect his lofty sentiments, 
and express their whole-hearted agreement 
with his proposal to create a league of 
peace which shall assure peace and justice 
throughout the world. The discussion of 
future arrangements for assuring a durable 
peace presupposes, however, the satisfac- 
tory settlement of the present conflict, Such 
a peace, the Allies declare, “it is impos- 
sible to obtain at this moment’”’; and they 
proceed to show why it is impossible. 
They challenge, in the friendliest, but also 
in the clearest, way, the President's sug- 
gestion of any analogy between the two 
groups of belligerents. That suggestion, 
they point out, is in direct conflict with 
the historical evidence with regard both 
to responsibility for the past and 
guarantees for the future. They recite 
the evidence in the case—the calculated 
policy of aggression by which the Central 
Empires sought to ensure the hegemony of 
Europe and the economic domipation of 
the world; the methods of warfare by 
which Germany has proved that she 
scorns systematically every principle of 
humanity and all respect due to small 
States; the constant challenge which she 
has offered to humanity and civilisation. It 
is well that the American people should 
be reminded of the ghastly catalogue of 
crimes which vindicate the Allies’ claim 
that they are “not fighting for selfish 
ends, but above all to provide safeguards 
for the independence of peoples, for law, 
and for humanity.” Of supreme import- 
ange, however, is the paragraph in 


‘which they actept the

acquit the Allies of the charge of seek- 


rescue from their enslavement of _terri- 
tories, such as Alsace-Lorraine, filched 
against the wish of their inhabitants, 
and the liberation of Italians, Slavs, 
Rumanians, Czechs, and Slovaks from 
enemy domination. The same principles 
require the freedom of the peoples under 
the murderous tyranny of the Turks, 
whose Empire, “which has proved itself 
so radically alien to Western civilisation,” 
is to be utterly expelled from Europe. 
Such are the Allies’ cardinal articles of 
peace. To secure them they are united 
in their determination to “put forth ail 
their strength and endure every sacrifice 
in order that they may press to a vic- 
torious close the conflict on which, they 
are convinced, depend not only their own 
safety and prosperity, but the very future 
of civilisation.” 


The War Loan: 


In connection with previous War Loan 
issues public men talked rather too much, 
perhaps, of patriotism. People who 
had money were very glad to be offered 
a highly remunerative investment on 
the security of the State. Neverthe- 
less, the talk of patriotism had 
a meaning. Pure patriotism would 
have dictated two things: first, strict 
abstinence from wasteful and unneces- 
sary private expenditure so that some 
definite part of everybody s income might 
be set aside as a fund for investment in 
War Loan; and, second, conscious effort 
to free capital and accruing income for 
that purpose. The call did reach some 
hearts, but it is to be feared that patriotic 
action of that sort was not very general. 
The people of the United Kingdom have 
not been trained to voluntary action for 
the benefit of the State. They are accus- 


necessary, the State will compel it. 
We said, when the new Government 
was being formed, that the country was 
eager to be coerced. People will do their 
duty gladly if they are assured that they 
are not to be made to look foolish by the 
supineness of their neighbours. The 
Prime Minister and the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in their speeches at the Lon- 
don Guildhall yesterday, spoke of patriotic 
duty in connection with the new loan. As 
mere preaching, their remarks on that sub- 
ject would be worth no more than the 
similar remarks of their predecessors. 
The speeches. will be of value, how- 
ever, in so far as they prepare an 
atmosphere. in which State action 
in necessary directions can be taken. 
We know that this Government is ready, 
and has begun, to organise the country on 
lines befitting the country's great task—a 
task which was examined gravely and 
courageously in the speeches made yester- 
day by the leaders of the Government. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer an- 
nounced the terms of an extremely 
attractive War Loan. On one part of the 
Loan he guarantees an annual interest of 
a clear 4 per cent.—clear, that is, of all 
liability for income tax—and the return 
of the principle within twenty-five years. 
The other part—the main part—offers 
terms as nearly as possible equivalent to 
these. He does not guarantee absolutely, 
but he has taken steps to ensure, that 
there shall be no such depreciation in the 
market value of the security as has 
occurred in recent years in respect of 
Consols, and, in recent months, in respect 
of the 34 and 44 per cent. War Loans. The 
public is told, with as much plainness as 
is compatible with discretion, that there 
is no safe place for money, until the war is 
finished, except in the country’s war fund. 
When this is understood people who expect 
to receive money within the probable war 
period may well be anxious as to the fate 
of that money. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer tells them how they may ensure 
its safety. Let them borrow from the 
banks on their expectations, and put the 
money now into the War Loan. The 
banks will lend, not only because of Mr. 
Bonar Law's appeal to them, but because 
it will now be better for them, from a 
strictly business point of view, to employ 
their resources in that way than to lock 
up more of their funds directly in long- 
term Government securities. Thus, the 
Chancellor is not merely appealing for 
patriotic effort to make funds available for 
investment in the loan; he is using 
pressure. Investment this time is not to 
be merely a matter of advantage and con- 
venience ; it must be a matter of prudence 
and of the safeguarding of one’s capital and 
savings. We report the opinion of a lead- 
ing stockbroker to the effect that Irish 
farmers will not send much to the war 
fund through the medium of this loan. 
We shall think Irish farmers more rash 
and foolish than they have had the reputa- 
tion of being if they do not put safely into 
the loan every penny over and aboye what 
they will be able to justify to the State as 
their requirement for development of food 
production in the national interest. The 
threat of confiscation implies safeguards 
against the action of men who may say: 
“Tf what we save is not to be secure, we 
need not gave.” The Government, we 
are sure, contemplates yet further 
measures in enforcement of personal 
economy. We must reduce our demands 
on foreign countries. The knowledge that 
such economy will have to be practised 
should help people to decide that a con- 
siderable part of their imcome can be 
allotted to investment in War Loan. That 
was another of Mr. Bonar Law’s practical 
points, . 

The. new loan is distinguished by 
features which reflect the readiness of 
the new Government to. make use of ex- 
perience and practical suggestions. The 
widespread’ desire for an investment 
which will give a return not varied 
by income tax fluctuations has been 
met. Many persons will be puzzled as to 
the choice to be made between the 4 per 
cent. and the 5 per cent. parts of the 
Loan. The actual yield on the 5 per cent. 
Stock at 95, after deduction of income tax 
at five shillings in the pound, is a little 
under 4 per cént, ‘The scale of income tax 
may go higher yet, but it is natural to 
anticipate that, after a few years, it will 
be lower, with a sileitiianta dn improve- 
ment in the net return of interest. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
done a very sensible and popular thing 
in deciding that interest on the new Loan 
shall be paid in full, leaving payment of 
income tax to be made at the proper rate

The 
National Debt Commissioners will, with 
the money so provided, buy Stock in the 
market whenever the price falls below the 
price of issue. If necessary, to restore the 
market value of the Stock, they can buy 
to the extent of “£10,000,000. Doubtless, 
many shares will offer a more dazzling 
return than a clear 4 per cent., but the 
‘sweet simplicity” of 4 per cent. on the 
security of the State, and with an assured 
return of the capital, is sufficiently attrac- 
tive for most people. 


Secondary Teachers. 


It is natural and proper that education 
should be an issue in the Dublin Univer- 
sity election. We published yesterday 
with much pleasure the correspondence 
which has -taken place between the 
Secondary Teachers’ Association and the 
two candidates for the vacant seat. The 
war has eclipsed the grievances of these 
Irish teachers, so far as public attention 
is concerned, but it has increased their 
hardships. The Birrell grant has done 
something for the Protestant teachers, and 
a little—very little, indeed—for the 
Roman Catholic teachers. They remain, 
however, the worst paid body ef educated 
persons in Ireland. As Mr. Williams 
pointed out in his letter to the candidates, 
assistant masters and mistresses in Irish 
secondary schools have wretched salaries, 
no rights of tenure, and no pension rights. 
In this matter, as in some others 
of national importance, the views of Mr. 
Samuels and Sir Robert Woods are 
‘dentical. They say that the position of 
the secondary teachers requires, in Sir 
Robert Woods's words, ‘‘ radical change, - 
and, in those of Mr. Samuels, “thorough 
reíorms.” Each is ready,.if he gets the 
opportunity, to champion the teachers’ 
case in Parliament and to try to bring 
their claims and grievances home to the 
conscience of the country. These are not 
such perfunctory promises as Parliamen- 
tary candidates are wont to make on all 
subjects, from vivisection to vaccination. 
They express the deep conviction of their 
authors, based on full knowledge and long 
experience. Whr*ver the result of the elec- 
tion may be, the teachers will have a new 
friend in the House of Commons who will 
understand their case, and whose advocacy 
of it will not be hampered by a compulsory 
allegiance to any vested interest or to any 
bad tradition. He will be a valuable 
asset for two reasons. In. the first place, 
the majority of the Irish members of Par-

Tho speeches delivered were simple and 
clear, and Mr. Bonar Law's exposition of 
the terms of the Loan was regarded as 
lucid and satisfying. He made it clear 
that no higher rate of interest was to be 
expected in the future, and referred to tho 
possibility of a forced Loan,. but that 1s 
unlikely to happen. A welcome departure 
is a sinking fund, in order that stock may 
be purchased when it comes into the 
market, and thus give stability to the 
Loan. The statement that the payment 
of income tax would not be made at the 
source should pin Á induce people of 
small means to subscribe, for it is the fact 
that overpaid income tax held by the State 
for poate is a serious strain on people 
with small means. 

The speech of the Prime Minister was 
in his happiest vein, and he made it clear 
that, while the Allies are determined to 
persevere with the war, they are ready to 
consider real peace offers based on the 
rock of vindicated justice. It was a strik- 
ing speech, and had evidently been most 
carefully thought out. But it was de- 
livered with ail the freedom of gesture 
and facial expression that the Prime 
Minister can employ so well. Great ap- 
plause greeted vag &É passages, and he 
could not grumble that his audience was 
not responsive. 

The feeling with regard to the Loan is 
most optimistic, for it has had a remark- 
ably good send-off, and the terms offered, 
while liberal, are regarded as an indication 
that British credit still stands high. The 
fact that the Loan will be redeemed at its 
face value will have a marked effect on 
those people who have suffered so heavily 
by the continuous fall in Consols. If only 
the bankers can offer reasonable terms to 
yam investors, there will be a rush to 
eposit collateral securities at the bank 
for money to inyest in the War Loan. This 
is a matter that will probably receive im- 
mediate attention. 

The crush outside the Guildhall will be 
eclipsed to-merrow morning, when the rush 
for the Loan prospectus takes place. At 
the new Loan Office of the Bank of Eng- 
land in Lombard street nearly one 
thousand clerks have been provided to 
deal with the demand, and will take all 
their meals on the premises to save time. 
The office consists of five large halls for the 
distribution and a dozen strong rooms in 
the basement to hold the money. 


It seems that King Constantine has 
agreed to accept the demands of the Allies 
in their entirety, and in the course of a 
few hours we should be able to judge 
whether he is sincere. It is certain that 
there is not a moment to be lost if the 
Allies wish to prevent any untoward action 
in Greece, for the arrival of enemy rein- 
forcements near Monastir and the mystery 
regarding the whereabouts of Falkenhayn 
are signs that cannot be overlooked. In 
France there is a demand that King Con- 
stantine shall be removed. It is un- 
likely that the Allies will take such a 
decisive step unless it is found that 
he is again playing them false; In that 
event it is probable that nothing will save 
him. 

Some time ago it was rumoured that the 
Liberals following Mr. Lloyd George in- 
tended to set up machinery of their own 
in case of a probable General Election. 
The Liberal Party funds remain with the 
old Liberal organisation, with Mr. 
Gulland in charge. To-day it is asserted 
that the machinery of the new Liberal 
Party is being set up in Victoria street 
with all that pertains to proper party 
organisation. Mr. Lloyd George's friends 
will, therefore, be prepared in case of need 
for a General Election or for contests at 
by-elections if they are rendered neces- 
sary. It is pointed out that such a de- 
velopment is all for the best, since the 
two wings of the Liberal Party have ideas 
and policies which miay prove irreconcil- 
able, particularly when the war is over. 


It is rumoured from the United States 
that a great attack by Zeppelins is to be 
made on London at the first favourable 
opportunity. The news is interesting, but 
London people have now seen something 
of these great attacks and what happened 
to the attackers. All goes well with the 
Air Services. Very little worry will be 
caused by any such intimation, for Cuffley 
and Potter's Bar cheered up the Lon- 
doners immensely. It is interesting to 
notice that in the Prize Court to-day the 
Crown asked for the condemnation of 
£36,000 worth of aluminium seized on two 
neutral vessels bound for Scandinavia.

THE DOOM OF TURKEY. 


PRESS BUREAU. 
The following is the official translation of the 
text (in French) of the reply of the Allied Go- 
vernments to President: Wilson’s Note, handed 
to the United States Ambassador in Paris on 

January 10th, 1917:— sae 

1.—The Allied Governments have received the 
Note handed to them on the 19th December, 
1916, by the Government of the United 
States. They have considered it with the 
care due both to their own keen sense of 
the gravity of the present time and to the 
sincere friendship which unites them to the 
American people. 

2.—In a general way, they desire to declare 
their respect for the lofty sentiments inspir- 
ing the American Note, and their whole- 
hearted agreement with the proposal to 
create a League of Nations which shall 
assure peace and justice throughout the 
world. ey recognise all the benefits which 
will accrue to the cause of humanity and 
civilisation from the institution of interna- 
tional arrangements designed to prevent 
violent conflicts between nations, and so 
framed as to provide the sgnctions necessary 
to their enforcement, lest an illusory secu- 
rity should serve merely to facilitate fresh 
acts of aggression. 

DESIRE FOR PEACE. i 

3.—A discussion of future arrangements for 
assuring a durable peace pre-supposes 4 
satisfactory settlement of the present con- 
flict. The Allies cherish a desire as deep as 
that of the Government of the United States 
to see an end put as soon as possible to the 
war for which the Central Empires are re- 
sponsible, and which inflicts such cruel 
sufferings upon humanity. But, in their 
judgment, it is impossible to obtain at this 
moment such a peace as will not only secure 
to them the reparation, the restitution, and 
the guarantees justly due to them by reason 
of the act of aggression, the guilt of which 
is fixed upon the Central Powers, while the 
very principle from which it sprang was 
undermining the safety of Europe, and, at 
the same time, such a peace as will enable 
the future of European nations to be esta- 
blished upon a eure foundation. The 
Allied nations are convinced that 
they are not fighting for selfish 
interests, but above all to provide  safe- 
guards for the independence of peoples, for 
law, and for humanity. 

SUFFERINGS OF NEUTRALS. 

4.—The Allies are fully conscious of the losses 
and suffering entailed by the war on 
neutrals, as well as on belligerents. They 
regret them, but cannot consider themselves 
responsible for them, as they in no way 
either desired or provoked this war. They 
are doing .all in their power to reduce in 
every possible way the damage occasioned 
by it so far as they can do so under the 
inexorable pressure of providing for their 
own defence against the violence and the 
devices of the enemy. 

5.—They note with satisfaction the declaration 
made to them that the American communi- 
cation is not in any way cohnected in its 
origin with that of the Central Powers 
transmitted to them on December 18th by 
the Government of the United States. 
Indeed they did not doubt the determine- 
tien of that Government to avoid any ap- 
pearance of giving even moral support to 
the responsible authors of the war. 

6.—The Allied Governments feel it their duty 
to challenge in the most friendly, but also 
in the clearest way, the analogy drawn be- 
tween the two groups of belligerents. This 
analogy, based on the public declarations of 
the Central Powers, is in direct conflict with 
the evidence both as regards responsibility 
for the past and guarantees for the future. 
President Wilson, in alluding to this 
analogy did not, of course, intend to adopt - 
it a6 his own. 

AUSTRO-GERMAN BARBARITIES. 
7.—If any fact of history is clearly established 
to-day it is the calculated policy of aggres- 
sion by which Germany and dAustria- 
Hungary sought to ensure their hegemony 
of Europe and their economic domination 
over the world. By her declaration of war, 
by the imstant violation of Belgium and 
Luxefnburg, and by her methods of warfare, 
Germany has proved that she systematically 
scorns every principle of humanity and all 
respect due to small States. hore and 
more as the struggle has progressed has the 
attitude of the Central Powers and their 
Allies been a constant challenge to 
humanity and civilisation. Is it necessary 
to recall the horrors that marked the in- 
vasion of Belgium and of Serbia; the 
atrocious treatment undergone by the 
invaded countries; the massacres of 
hundreds of thousands of inoffensive 
Armenians ; the  barbarities inflicted 
upon the people of Syria; 
raids of Zeppelins upon open towns; the de- 
struction by submarines of passenger liners, 
merchant vessels, even under neutral 
flags; the cruel treatment inflicted on pri- 
soners of war; the judicial murders of Miss 
Cavell and Captain Fryatt; the deportation 
and enslavement of civil population, ete. ? 
The perpetuation of such a catalogue of 
crimes, regardless of the reprobation of 
mankind, will surely explain to President 
Wilson the protest which the Allies here 
make. ; | 
AIMS OF THE ALLIES, 

8.—They consider that the Note which they 
have handed to the United States in reply 
to the German Note answers the question 
put by the American Government, and con- 
stitutes, in their own words, a public 
“avowal of their views as to the terms 
upon which the war might be concluded.” 
But President Wilson expressed a further 
wish, He desired the belligerent Powers to 
state in the full light o day the aims 
they have set themselves in prosecuting the 
war. The Allies find no difficulty in meeting 
this request. Their aims in this war are 
well known, for they have been repeatedly 
expressed by the heads of their several 
Governments. These aims can only be 
formulated in detail with all the just com- 
pensations and imdemnities due for the 
losses suffered when the moment 
tion arrives; but the civilised world knows 
that they include primarily and of necessity 
the restoration of Belgium, of Serbia. and 
of Montenegro, with the com nsations due 
to them; the evacuation of the invaded 
territories in France, Russia, and Rumania 
with fitting reparation; the reorganisation 
of Europe, guaranteed by a stable setitle- 
ment, b alike upon principal of na- 
tionalities, on the right which all peoples 
whether small or great, have to the enjoy- 
ment. of full security and free economic 
development, and also upon territorial agree- 
ments and international arrangements. so 
framed as to guarantee land and sea 
frontiers against unjust attacks; the restitú- 
tion of provinces or territories formerly torn 
from the Allies by force or contrary to the 
wishes of their inhabitants; the liberation 
of Italians, Slavs, Rumanians, Ozechs, and 
Slovaks from foreign domination: the libera- 
tion of the peoples who now lie beneath the 
murderous tyranny of the Turks; gnd the 
expulsion from Europe of the Ottoman 
Empire, which has proved itself so radically 
alien to Western civilisation. 

9.— The intentions of His Mai ty the Emperor 
of Russia in regard to Poland have been 
clearly shown in the proclamation which he 
has just addressed to his armies.

+ REVIEW.’ :

Admiral Sir John Jellieoe, First Sea Lord of 


the Admiralty, and until about a month ago 
Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Fleet, was 


yesterday presented with the honorary freedom 


In the 
absence through illness of the Prime Warden 
(Right Hon. Sir Matthew Ingle Joyce), the pre- 
sentation was made, on behalf of the Court, by 
Mr. R. L. Towgood . 


At a luncheon which followed ‘the coremony, } 


the acting Prime Warden proposed the health 
of Admiral Sir John Jellicoe, who, in reply, 
made an important speech. He said—I cannot 
express adequately my great appreciation of the 
high honour you have conferred upon me, and 
1 would like to believe that you have thus dis- 
tinguished me as a representative of that great 
service to which I belong, and as a recognition 
also of the value of the work that has been done 
with so much of heroism and untiring vigilance, 
as well as urfaltermg patriotism, by every 
officer and man of the Navy during these 
strenuous two and a half years. We of this 


generation owe a great debt to the naval strate-
